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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by GB 
1,459,781. 

The reference discloses prilling urea wherein the collection bottom area is cooled 
with coiled pipes. See page 3, lines 64-67. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Stewart etal. 

Stewart et al disclose prilling urea wherein the collecting bottom is cooled with air 
(column 1 , lines 65+). Stewart et al also use a rotating scraper which would also be 
cooled by the air flowing over it. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stewart et 
al in view of GB 1 459 781. 

7. Stewart et al is described above. Stewart et al does not disclose using a hollow 
element with a passage to flow cooling fluid through to cool the bottom. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide such in the fluidized bed of 
Stewart et al because it provides improved cooling in fluidized beds as evidenced by GB 
1 459 781 (page 3, lines 64-67). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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There is no antecedent basis for "cooling bottom". It appears it should be 
"collecting bottom". 

Response to Amendment 

10. Applicants arguments filed December 29, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

1 1 . Applicants contend that none of the three references disclose cooling the prills 
collecting on the bottom such that cooling takes place directly on the bottom. As a 
clarification, the cooling is a further cooling of the solidified prills as indicated in the 
specification ( page 7, lines 20-25,; page 8, lines 7-8 and 19-21). In each of the 
references the cooling is a further cooling of the solidified prills. In each of the 
references, the heat of the prills works to heat the bottom but the cooling air which cools 
the prills also cools the bottom over which the air flows. As to cooling directly on the 
bottom, while in the fluidized bed the prills will hit the bottom from time to time. At the 
such time as the prill is in contact with the bottom it will be cooled while directly on the 
bottom. Applicants indicate that the fluidized bed is well above the collecting bottom, 
however, as seen in Figure 1 of Landis the prills are directly on the bottom (screen 12). 

12. Applicants state that the invention avoids the use of air booster compressors and 
fluidizing air refrigeration systems. This type of machinery is not excluded by the 
claims. It is noted that claim 2 requires a counter-current air flow. Such air flow would 
require some type of air booster mechanism.
